A COVER FOR SIN”

I want to speak to you this eve- 
ning on “A Cover for Sin.’ And 
we have suggested to us in these 
two verses how men cover sin and 
how God covers sin. When men 
cover sin, it brings sorrow and de- 
struction. When God covers sin, it 
brings blessing and salvation. Both 
men and God, strangely enough, 
are engaged in the task of cover- 
ing sin, men wrongfully, God right- 
fully. - 


l. How Men Try to Cover Sin: 
Secrecy 


I think of three ways in which 
men try to cover their sin. First, 
they try to cover their sin with se- 
crecy. Men foolishly believe that 
they can sin without being seen, 
without its being discovered. But 
you know sin hidden has a terrible 
way of coming out; so that men 
are in anguish continually lest 
their sin come out on them, and 
then at the end they have the fur- 
ther anguish of having it do what 
they had hoped it would not do — 
come out of the sealed box and 
stand facing them. There is a little 
verse that says, “Be sure your sin 
will find you out.’’*Sin cannot be 
done in secrecy. Men’s secrets will 
all be brought out and revealed. 

Since we came to Wheaton, we 


have heard quite a bit about that} 


place down in the city (I think 
they call it Tele-News), where they 
give the news in moving pictures, 
a place, we were informed, that 
was quite apart from the institu- 
tion of Hollywood or of the moving 
picture industry. So one time my 
wife and I decided we would go in 
and see the news. It was just at 
the time when we were hearing so 
much about the uncovering of that 
spy movement down East, and we 
saw pictures of it that day. Now 
those men and women thought that 
they were doing everything in dead 
secrecy but, remarkably enough, 
they weren’t. We saw pictures of

(a) With Secrecy. The VU. 5. 

--InteHigence Service . trains 
its recording machines on 
spies who think they are. 
working unobserved. God’s 
universe is a vast recording 
instrument, exposing even 
what we are unaware of.

(b) With Silence. David tried 
to “get by” by keeping quiet 
about his sin, but God gave 
him such a conscience-whip- 
ping that he grew premature- 
ly old and dried up. Only con- 
fession to God brought re- 
lief. Read Psalm 32:3, 4. 

(c) With Self - Righteousness. 
Our self-righteousness is 
like the winter drifts of the 
Arctic, covering over refuse 
and filth; but the summer 
sun brings all that is covered 
into view. So man’s sin will 
appear before the holiness of 
God 


2. How God Covers Sin 

(a) With a Perfect Atonement. 
The criminal makes atone- 
ment to society by his pen- 
alty, but his crime-record 
follows him. Not so the per- 
fect sin-covering by the 
death of Christ for us. 

(b) With a Perfect Righteous- 
ness. As our white sheets 
and shirts look a dirty brown 
against new-fallen snow, so 
“our righteousnesses are as 
filthy rags’? against God’s 
holiness. But God covers us 
with a robe of spotless white 
—His own righteousness 
made over to us in Christ 
Jesus. Christ only has 
“works of supererogation,” 
and they cover all our de- 
ficiency. 

(c) With a Perfect Purity. A 
white cloth will cover cancer 
sores, but will not cure them. 
God’s covering for our sins, 
the blood of Jesus Christ, is 
one hundred per cent cura- 
tive also. Will you accept 
this healing, cleansing cover 
for your sins?

The Flower that Revealed the 
Corpse 


' In a French magazine I read this’ 
incident. A. professor of natural) 
history was walking through a 
field over there in France right be- 
side a bush, and he noticed a re- 
markable flower growing there. He 
knew that that flower was not na- 
tive to those parts. It was a tropi- 
cal flower, He immediately pulled 
' out his knife and tried to get that 
plant by the root to take it to the 
natural museum, but he discovered 
that his knife was not a sufficient 
instrument to get it up. So he went 
to the farmer to whom the field be- 
longed and said to him, ‘‘Man, do 
you know, over there beside the 
bush is a tropical plant growing 
and it has a magnificent flower? 
I am a professor of natural history 
and I want to get that plant to 
give to the museum and to enquire 
into the cause of its growing here. 
Will you lend me a spade to take 
‘it up?” The farmer turned pale 
and began to tremble. He answered 
roughly, “I don’t want you dig- 
ging up my field. I won’t get you 
the spade.” The naturalist could 
not understand it, so he went away 
until night came. Then he brought 
a Spade, borrowed somewhere else, 
and started to dig for the roots of 
that plant.

"America. This brother suddenly 


"turned up home on a surprise visit. 
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He was an unwelcome visitor, for 
the farmer hoped the brother Would 
stay away so that he would have 
the full patrimony. So that night 
he secretly poisoned the visiting 
brother and buried him beside the 
bush, thinking that nobody would 
ever know about it. But the dead. 
man had in his pocket a bulb from 
the tropics, and this sprouted, and 
the exotic flower, feeding on the 
carcass, signalled the crime to an 
astonished world. So secret sin will 
out. And it is good for men to re- 
alize that trying to hide sin from 
God is a foolish practice, for God 
sees everything. 

You Cannot Hide from God 


- You have read the 139th Psalm: 
“Q Lord, thou hast searched me, 
and known me. Thou knowest my 
downsitting and mine uprising, 
thou understandest my thought 
afar off. Thou compassest my path 
and my lying down, and art ac- 
quainted with all my ways. For 
there is not word in my tongue, 
but, lo, O Lord, thou knowest it 
altogether. Thou hast beset me be- 
hind and before, and laid thine 
hand upon me. Such knowledge is 
too wonderful for me; it is high, I 


I go from thy spirit? or whither 
shall I flee from thy presence? If 
I ascend up into heaven, thou art 
there: if I make my bed in hell, be- 
hold, thou art there. If I take the 
wings of the morning, and dwell 
in the uttermost parts of the sea; 
Even there shall thy hand lead me, 
and thy right hand shall hold me. 
If I say, Surely the darkness shall 
cover me; even the night shall be | 
light about me. Yea, the darkness 
hideth not from thee; but the night 
shineth as the day: the darkness 
and the light are both alike to 
thee,” These are solemn words. We 
can do nothing in secret from God. 


The Torment of Unconfessed Sin 


Then, too, men try to cover their 
sins in silence, They decide they 
will say nothing about it and may- 
be God will forget. David tried that 
in- this same Psalm where he 
speaks of the blessedness of the 
man whose sin is covered. He re- 
calls the day when he tried to cov- 
er his sin in silence, and here is 
what he says, “When I kept si- 
lence, my bones waxed old through 
my roaring all the day long. For 
day and night thy hand was heavy 
upon me: my moisture is turned 
into the drought of summer.” To 
try to keep quiet about our sins 
pays no better than to try to sin 
in secret for God is altogether too 
gracious, too merciful to allow us 
to forget our sin. The moment God 
gives us up to forget our sins, He 
has given us up! Here then was the 
Psalmist. His sin was working hav- 
oc in his heart and in his life, and 
yet he was determined that he 
would not confess it. Did God let 
it go at that? Oh, no, God kept 
His hand heavy upon that man and 
just kept him burdened about his 
sin. He crushed him down to the 
very dust until he grew prema- 
turely old with the burden of his 
sin, so that his very bones, instead 
of having normal marrow in them, 
were drying up like the bones of 
an old person, like a tree that has 
no sap. And God kept him that 
way until he ’fessed up. There is 
no peace, there is no joy, in trying 
to forget sin, for God will not for- 
get and God will keep bringing it 
up and bringing it up and bringing 
it up. Oh, how many a one could 
tell a story of veritable purgatory 
before he has confessed his sin. By 
night he would lie upon his bed 
and he would grow fevered with 
remembrance of his sin. He would 
fall into restless sleep and dream 
about sin, and rising up in the 
morning the first thing that would 
meet him was his’ sin. Going to 
business, there would be a thou- 
sand remembrances of his sin come 
before him — every incident that 
took place, every object he saw on 
the street, would bring back his 
sin. When God acts that way with 
us, He is acting most graciously, 
because He is us in the 
road to salvation, pushing us along 
to. the place where we shall no 
longer keep silence but confess our 
sin. No, you don’t get rid of sin by 
keeping quiet about it. You get rid 
of sin by confessing it,

In his very interesting book 
call Kabloona, de Poncins gives a 
description of the Eskimo. One 
passage is a@ propos of our sub- 
ject.

_and green; the snow purifies it. In 


this season it is repellant, sordid, 
haggard. All the skull-like stones 
strewn over the barren tundra grin 
in the dead landscape of summer.

The Post 
itself seems deep in a welter of 
ashes and garbage now uncovered 
by the thawing of the successive 
drifts of winter.

The ignoble tins 
flung heedlessly out-of-doors; the 
empty jam pots; the rotten pota- 
oes — all this is present suddenly 
to disgrace us.” 

As the cool warmth of the sum- 
mer’s sun in the Arctic makes rev- 
elation of all the uncleanness, one 
day, when the Sun of Righteous- 
ness shines forth in His strength 
upon the lives of men, all the white 
covering of self-righteousness, of 
religion, will melt away and all the 
defilement and the sin will be un- 
bared. Oh, men, don’t try to hide 
your own sins. “He that covereth 
his sin shall not prosper. ” It does 
not work. 


ll. How God Covers Sin 


But there is the other wonderful 
side to this story. “Blessed is he 
whose transgression is forgiven, 
whose sin is covered.” God covers 
sin and oh, what a difference when 
HE does it! He covers sin with 
a perfect atonement. Men try to 
atone for their own evil deeds, In 
some respects the law makes men 
atone for their evil deeds. The law 
apprehends the criminal, passes 
sentence upon him, and that sen- 
tence inflicted upon the man is 
supposed to be an atonement to 
society for his evil deeds. When 
that man comes out of the prison, 
if he is incarcerated for a year, 
five years, ten years, twenty years, 
he is supposed to have made a full 
atonement to society for his evil 
deeds. The score is supposed to be 
clear now between him and socie- 
ty. But is it? Is it? Suppose that 
man tries to get a government, job. 
His record is looked up. Oh, he has 
a police court record, hasn’t he? 
He is. laid aside. Suppose he tries 
to get a job in a bank. His record 
is looked up. Oh, he was found 
guilty of robbery, was he? Well, 
he is laid aside. I thotght he had 
made full atonement. Oh, no. Oh, 
no! There is no such thing as a 
man making full atonement for his 
sins even to society, and how much 
more true is that with respect to 
God. Nothing that a man can do 
by self-inflicted penalty, by soci- 
ety-inflicted penalty, by reforma- 
tion, by heaping up good deeds, 
will ever atone in the eyes of God 
for his sins. 

But God has provided an atone- 
ment for sin which is a PERFECT 
-atonement. When the Lord Jesus 
Christ took upon Himself our sin, 
He took upon Himself the sin of 
the world and He took upon Him- 
self ALL the sin of the world. And 
when Jesus Christ bore your sin 
on Calvary, He bore ALL your sin, 
and when Jesus Christ bore my. sin, 
He bore it ALL. He gave the last 
iota of the law’s demand. The eter- 
nal law of God cannot make one 
demand more, for sin has been 
completely, perfectly atoned for.

Nordhoff-J ung medal for cancer 
research and the Nobel Prize for 
success in suturing bloed vessels. 
His Man, the Unknown was a best 
seller in 1935.” 3 

This Nobel Prize winner, thi's 
Rockefeller Ihstitute scientist, has 
seen miracles with his own eyes. 
“He knows, for example, that mir- 
acles of healing are possible;” saw 
actual miracles of healing at the 
Catholic shrine Lourdes, spent 
weeks studying them, “and will 
never forget seeing a cancerous 
sore shrivel to a scar before his 
eyes.” So God still works miracles 
in answer to prayer. 

Do you not believe that God 
works miracles of casting out dev- 
ils in modern times? Then you are 
certainly behind the times and are 
not acquainted with the best in 
high grade foreign missionary lit- 
erature. For example, you need to 
read the story of “PASTOR HSI, 
One of China’s Christians,”’ writ- 
ten by Mrs. Howard Taylor of the 
China Inland Mission. This Chinese 
Christian, Pastor Hsi, signed his 
name, “Master of Demons,” and 
again, and again repeatedly, by 
prayer, cast out devils, exactly in 
the fashion that Christ and His 
apostles did it in Bible times. Fur- 
thermore, these miracles have been 
attested by the leaders and the 
best missionaries of the China In- 
land Mission and by others; and 


from a number of mission fields. 
God still casts out devils in answer 
to prayer. 

Can God raise the dead in an- 
swer to prayer? I answer that God 
can do exactly the same today in 
answer to prayer that He could 
do any other day in all of history. 
God has not changed. His power, 
His willingness, His compassion 
have not changed. His promises 
about wonders in answer to the 
prayer of faith still stand. 

Dr. Charles A: Blanchard, late 
president of Wheaton College, 
Wheaton, Illinois, is the author of 
a blessed book, Getting Things 
from God, a book on prayer.

us away (Isaiah 64:6). But now 
God has a righteousness, a perfect 
righteousness, and He had that 
righteousness of His lived out in 
the person of His Son, Jesus Christ, 
who rendered perfect obedience, 
perfect love,. perfect devotion, per- 
fect purity all the days of His 

life: that is the righteous- 
ness of God in man. When the poor 
sinner comes to God with His sin, 
God wraps him around in that per- 
fect righteousness.

That is the work of super- 
erogation. .Well,.let me. tell..you 
that just One ever lived. who had 
deeds of supererogation, and that 
is the Lord Jesus Christ. The 
“saints’’ have a hard enough time 
getting by themselves. But the 
Lord Jesus Christ has a perfect 
righteousness. which is enough for 
every man who will come and re- 
ceive Him. This is supererogation. 
I Timothy 2:5, 6 tell us, “For there 
is one God, and one mediator be- 
tween God and men, the man 
Christ Jesus; Who gave himself a 
ransom for us all, to be testified in 
due time.”

But I want 
to tell you this, when God puts a 
covering on the cancer of your sin 
and mine, there is something in that 
covering that is curative: When 
our sins are covered with the blood 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, the cura- 
tive power of that blood goes away 
down into the depths and cures the 
man. It just sucks the very filth 
of sin out and that goes on until 
one day we stand before Him with- 
out spot or blemish, without stain 
or wrinkle, but in the complete 
righteousness and joy and likeness 
of Jesus Christ. Oh, do you wonder 
that the Psalmist said, “O, the 
blessednesses of sins covered’? 
When God covers, He cures the dis- 
ease and makes us fit for Heaven. 


I wonder, are your sins covered? 
If you are trying to cover your sins 
with secrecy or with silence or 
with your own righteousness, be 
sure it won’t prosper. One day you 
will stand ashamed before .God in 
your iniquity and hear Him Say, 
“Depart from me, I never kKnéw 
you.” But if you will allow God to 
cover your sin, He will cover it so 
that it will be blotted out, so that 
the disease will be cured. And if 
God Himself looked for your sin, 
He couldn’t find it after He had 
covered it. 

You say, “How can I get my 
sin covered?” I’ll tell you. Uncover 
it. Uncover it to God right now. 
David said, “I said, I will confess 
my transgressions unto the Lord; 
and thou forgavest the iniquity of 
my sin.” That is the way. 

Let us pray. I wonder, are there 
any here tonight whose sins have 
not been covered except with the 
poor coverings that you have man- 
ufactured? They are going -to be 
torn away one of these days and 
expose the whole vile mess. But 
tonight you can say, “I am going 
to ask God to cover my sin with 
the precious.blood of Christ, that 
not only covers, but blots out, 
cleanses and cures.” He will do it 
for you right where you are. And 
if your heart is going out to God 
right now in prayer for a covering 
of your sin, will you just quietly 
raise your hand to say, “I am 
trusting God to cover my sins with 
the blood of Christ tonight.” Would 
you quietly raise your hand? 
Where are you? Where are you?

He said he went from his 
bath to his room with the thought, 
‘Why cannot my hip be made 
whole as well as that impotent 
man’s who lay at the beautiful 
gate of the temple?’ Then he fell 
asleep convinced that there was no 
reason why he could not claim the 
promises for such a purpose. In his 
sleep he dreamed that the surgeon 
had opened his thigh with a knife 
and set the bone, in an incredibly 
short space of, time, and waking 
out of his sleep he was astonished 
to find his pain all gone and still 
more to find that both limbs were 
of the same length when he got up 
to walk. We had not noticed that 
he had no cane on Sunday though 
we had noticed that his walk was 
changed and when we came to his 
room he astonished us by running 
upstairs two steps at ‘a time, using 
qgne leg as well as the other. It 
will be fourteen years in June since 
this occurred, and you are the first 
person to whom I have mentioned 
it in writing, for this reason. For 
these fourteen years I have not 
seen any reason in the history of 
this brother, why God should so 
deal with him (as he purposely ab- 
stains from mentioning it) that 
might not be found in hundreds of 
other Christians, except his own 
statement of faith in God’s prom- 
ises for such a purpose.” 


In this case the healing was in- 
stantaneous, it was witnessed by 
thoroughly reliable Christian men; 
and on their authority. we ought 
to believe it. 


In the book, Miraculous Healing, 
by Dr. Henry W. Frost, bearing 
the special endorsement of Dr. 
Charles G. Trumbull, late editor of 
the Sunday School Times, Dr. Frost 
gives the story of six healings 
which he plainly marks as mirac- 
ulous, since they were instantane- 
ous and the healings were per- 
formed without the usual natural 
means. One instance was where he 
himself was instantly healed in an- 
swer to prayer when he had about 
given up to die.

Another was the instant healing of 
Dr. Frost’s own son after long 
prayer and after doctors had utter- 
ly failed.

Charles G. Finney, the great 
evangelist, in his autobiography 
tells of many miracles: men struck

But here is Finney’s. account of 
how a woman, in answer to prayer, 
was instantly given the ability to 
read the Bible, when before she 
did not know even the alphabet: 

~ “Y addressed another, a tall digni- 
fied looking woman, and asked her 
what was the state of her mind. 
She replied immediately that she 
had given her heart to God; and 
went on to say that the Lord had 
taught her to read, since she had 
learned how to pray. I asked her 
what she meant. She said ‘she nev- 
er could read, and: never had known 
her ietters. But when she gave 
her heart to God, she was greatly 
distressed that she could not read 
God’s word. ‘But I thought,’ she 
said, ‘that Jesus could teach me to 
read; and I asked him if he would 
not please to teach me to read his 
word.’ She said, ‘I thought when I 
had prayed that I could read. The 
children have a Testament, and I 
went and got it; and I thought I 
could read what I had heard them 
read. But, said she, ‘I went over 
to the school ma’am, and asked 
her if I read right; and she said I 
did; and since then,’ said she, ‘I 
can read the word of God for my- 
self.’ 


“I said no more; but thought 
there must be some mistake about 


this, as the woman appeared to be 


quite in earnest, and quite intelli- 
gent in what she said. I took pains 
afterwards to inquire of her neigh- 
bors about her. They gave her an 
excellent character; and they all 
affirmed that it had been notorious 
that she could not read a syllable 
until after she was converted, I 
leave this to speak for itself; there 
is no use in theorizing about it. 
Such. I think, were the undoubted 
facts.”
